BOTHA HEARS OF PRINSLOO’S SURRENDER 


BATTLE IN ASHANTI. 


General News Telegrams. 


Winnipeg, Aug. 3. 


Shanghai, Ang. 2: The allies ad- 
vanced toward ‘ Pekin to-day. It ig 
estimated that the expeditioa nume 


bers 20,009 men of all arms, with 170 
guns, It is hope to \reach Pekin, 
August 11th. 

London. Aug. 3: No word comes this 
morning regarding the fortunes of the 
comparatively small body Soi -troeps 
which is believed to be forging its way 
towards Pekin. This silence is me 
probably to the diligent \censorship, 
rather than any lack oi developments. 
Ascording to the Express: Gable mes+ 
Sages from Che Foo, it is announced 
that the imperial troops advancing to 
oppose the relief force have completely 
wiped, out the Christians town near 
Pekin.’ They killed five foreign priests 
and 10,000 native Christians. Gener. 
hi Gasellei so says this correspondent, 
strongly opposed an immediate advan¢ 
ce, but was over-ruled by the other 
commanders and iniluenced by .Wash- 
ington’s order to Chaffee to “Proceed 
without delay.” 

London, Aug. 3: The Tien Tsin cor- 
Tespondent of the Standard says “a 
heartrending letter has been received 
from the Japanese legation, dated July 
22nd. stating that the casmalties num- 
ber 60 per~went., that only 25 cart- 
ridges per man were leit-with rations 
sufficient, for five days, and it is fear 
the lezation will succumb within a 


week. A Shanghai special announces 
the receipt of an \ official telegram 
from the Tsung Li Yamen asserting 


that the ministers were all well on 
Juiy 30th, and vegetables, fruits and 
other supplies had been sent to lega- 
tions on several occasions.‘ “Friendly 
intercourse,” the official telegram says, 
“Is now being carried on between the 
government and the ministers.” 
Broderick’s statement in the House 
of Commons yesterday, placing Great 
Britiain on record as unaliterably op- 
posed to the partition of China, is well 
received by all the morning papers. 
Shanghai, Aug. 2: A big battle is 
reported in progress beiween the Pekin 
relief column and the Chinese army 
near Yang Tsung, eighteen miles north 
of Tien Tsin. The Chinese army of 
30,066 is massed at Yang Tsuan. It is 
reported thait 50 missionaries; have been 
massacred in Shanghai province. 


London, Aug. 3: The Pretoria cor- 
respondent of the (Daily ‘Mai! tele- 
graphs on Wednesday and says: 
“Botha is weakening. He sent mess- 
engers to Lord Roberts asking for con- 
firmation of the report of (the sur- 
render of Prinsloo and requesting per- 
mission to communicate with Dewet. 
The end of the war is at lasii in sight.” 


Rekwal, Ashanti Aug. 2: Major 
H. Re Beddoes, with 400 men and two 
guns started on July 24th to find. the 
enemy’s war camp. It was found and 
contained warriors numbering irom 
3,000 to 4,000 men, three days march 
east of Dombessi. Several hours 
fighting resulted in the defeat of the 
Ashantis after a stubborn resistance. 
Beddoes’ losses were heavy. He and 
Lieuts. Phillips and Swaby, were 
verely wounded. Thirty men were also 
wounded. More troops will be neces 
sary before the campaign can possibly 
be ficished

The rude and costly surprises which 
have been received since then , have 
gone far towards putting the British 
public throughout the empire into a 
mood for seeking out the causes and 
removing them. To suffer the rever- 
ses that have been sustained at the 
hands of the very men who had been 
driven pell mell fram Bloemfentein to 
Pretoria, is indeed a stern iesson in 
the art of war, which it is to be hoped 
will not be thrown away. This war has | 
proven that Britain does not lack of- 
ficers af ability equal or superior ‘to 
the best among the Boers; but un- 
fartunately it has also proven that 
these officers of ability are not always 
in command, and that indeed in many 
cases important cammands are held by 
men unfit for anything exceft toorna- 
nrent a drawing ream or stap a bullet.

The halibreed commission, consist- 
ing of J. A. J. McKenna, J. F. P:ud- 
homme. Ottajwa; Jas. Walker, Calgary; 
S. Maher, Winnipeg; F. B. Hugg 
Regina, arrived here on Monday, and 
were occupied at the Court House for 


three days hearing tthe  halftbreed 
claims for scrip.

THE MURDERED KING. 
Humbert, Kiog of Italy, was born 
in 1844. He succeeded his father, 
Victor Emmanmel in 1878. While 


crown prince he distinguished himself 
by the active part be took in the 
movement for promoting Italian an- 
ity. He shared with Garibaldi the 
triumph of the reorganization of ihe 
kingdom of the two Sicilies Prine 
Humbert served with distinction in 
¢he war of 1866, and disp'ayed much: 
personal bravery in the moment of 
disaster at the batile ei Custozza, in 
which the Italians were defeated. He 
mprried in 1868 his cousin, Princess 
Marguerite, daugbte~ of the late Duke 
of Genoo. Their son, the Crown Prince 
Victor Emmanuel, Prince of Naples, 
was born Nov. lil, 1869. His marriage 
to Princess Helen, of Montenegrd 
took place in October, 1896.- During 
His Majesty’s visit to Naples, Nov.17 
1878, a Would-be assassin named 
Giovanni YPassananti, made an at- 
tempt upon his life with a poniard, 
and another attempt in 1897 also 
happily failed. His majesty was very 
popuiar a:nour ,his subjects. The 
Queen is well known as an  accom- 
plished artist. The royal silver wed 
ding was celeorated at Rome with 
splendid pomp in April, 1893. 

The murder took place at Monzea on 
July 30th. The hing had been at- 
tending a_ distribution ci prizes in 
connection with a gympastic coumpeti- 
tion. He bad just entered his carriage 
with his aide-de-camp, amid the 
cheers of the crowd, when he was 
struck by three revolver shots {fired 
in quick succession, One yierced the 
heart of his majesty, who fell back 
and expired in a few minutes. The 
assassin ywas immediately arrest- 
ed and was with some difficuity 
saved from the fury of the populace. 
He gave his name as Angelo Bressi, 
describing himself of Prato in Tus- 


cany.

G. S. calf and kigy Be 
nearly unsalable, even at the heavy de 
cline in prices. Dry Hides keep on de- 
clining and no demand from tanners. 
They are now so low that they ought 
to interest speculation but this year 
low prices don’t stimulate any better 
demand. 2 : 


Prices for sheep pelts have der 
clined in proportion to the decline in 
wool. At this season of the year the 
receipts are principally dry pelts. < 

At the opening of the recent Lon- 
den sale, fine wool declined about 10 
to 15 per cent, fine medium 10 per cent, 
medium 7 1-2 per cent, and coarse 5 
per cent. This decline was more than 
was anticipetéed, but since the sale has 
progressed, pait of this decline has 
been recovered, and a large , propor 
tion of the wooi has been withdrawn 
from sale. After paying the duty mast 
fine graces of foreign wools cost a gdod 
deal more than present ruling prices, 
even at the decline. ~American manu- 
farturers continue the policy adopted 
for a long time of buying as little as 
possible. It ic thought they soon 
will he obliged to purchase more freely 
and this will prevent the market from 
declining much more.

Fraser, then addressed the council on 
behalf of the Electric Light and Power 
Gompany, asking that the company’s 
franchise for the lighting of the streets 
in town—which expired, a few weeks 
ago—be extended for a term of ten 
years.

AN EXPLODED SENSATION. 

A short time ago the Lendon Daily 
Telegraph published a statement that 
several returning invalided Canadians 
were destitute in London and had been 
compelled to sleep in the park ail 
night, lacking means to pay for a bed! 
The statement was telegraphed around 
the world and created a very unpleat 
ant feeling amongst Vanadians gener- 
ally. The Toronto Evening Telegram 
hat! a special despatch fram; London de- 
claring. that the story is untrue in al- 
most every particoular. The corres- 
poudent says: “It appears that a 
party of Canadian invalids had been 
invited to the Empire Theatre. and 
stayed out until such a Jate hour that 
when they returned to the Soldiers’ 
Home they found all the entrances 
closed and the porter refused to open 
any of the doors, They were forced 
to sleep on the benches in Hyde Park 
abla result.” 

Lord Strathcona has published the 
following statement addressed to the 
Telezcaph from 26 inyalided Canadians 
who were in London at the time the 
Telezraph’s item appeared: 

“We the undersigned members ,of 
the Canadian contingents, now, in Lon- 
don, have read with much concern the 
article in your paper relating to the 
treatment of Canadian soldiers in ‘this 
country, We, at any rate, have not, as 
stated, been ihrown friendless into 
the London streets after treatment in 
the military hospitals. Speaking gen- 
erally, we went. on furlough at our 
own request. within a few days after 
our arrival in this country. We have 
not, as stated in your article, in our 
loueliness and _ destitution, accepted 
hospitality anywhere. We went to the 
Soldiers’ Home on our arrival, and 
have paid our way for board and lodg- 
ing. Those who obtained two months’ 
furlouzh received £7 from the war 
office authorities, and those on one 
month’s furlouzh £4, and we 
nothing to complain of on the part 
of the authorities. A very few mem- 
bers of the contingents may have dis- 
posed of their money more readily 
than was perhaps desirable, or they 
themselves now think was judicious, 
but we object tothe statements in 
the article applying te us as a body, 
for we wish to remember that we are 
Canadians with a reputation to main- 
thin. We may add that some of us 
have made application for an advance 
on account cf our Canadien deferred 
pay, and that it was granted imme-

diately by the government of the De 
minion. Most of us desire.to return 
to Canada as early as convenient, and 
believe that our appiication is now Te- 
veiving consideration at the hands of 
the proper attthorities. This \state- 
ment is made entirely at our own sug: 
gestion, as it is our earnest desire that 
both the people here and, our comrades 
should know; that, having had norause 
for complaint, we, as a body, have 
made none, and, therefore, as already 
stated, do not endorse the statements 
in your article.” :

ACCIDENTAL DEATH. 


G. S. Cotter rode in from the Atha- 
busca river, on the Swan Hills trailf 
yesterday, bringing news of the ac- 
eidental death of Harry Burbank, the 
well known trader of Fort St. John. 
Messrs. Burbank and Cotter started 
out: from Edimonton a couple of weeks 
ago with trading supplies, each driving 
a four horse team. The accident oc- 
curzed 10 miles this side of the Atha- 
basea river, on the 28th. July. about 
three or four o’clock in the afternoan, 
Burbank’s wagon was jammed among 
the stumps, He got behind one of the 
horses and struck him, when the ani- 
mal kicked owt and struck Burbank 
seemingly in the stomach. The blew 
knocked ‘him down butt he was able ito 
pick himself wp and walked across the 
road where he laid down, apparently 
suffering \greatly. His companion, 
Cotter, did all in his power to relieve 
and; assist him, but without avail, and 
the next day about 10 o’clock the in 
jured man died, The scene of the ac- 
chdent fs 9@ miles fim Edmenton. Mrs 
Cotter buried the body in a temporary 
etave. The outfit was left as it-stood. 
the harness was cached and the horses 
brought back to the Pembina river 
and left in charge of Mr. Brewster 
there. Mr. Cotter has reported. the 
mutter ta the police. 

The deceased was about 42 years bid 
and leaves a wife and child at Lesser 
Slave lake. He came here about} 10 
yearns ago from Wyoming and went in- 
to the trading business at St. John, 
where at the time of his death he had 
a, ‘trading post, and another one north 
towards the Nelson river,

The Climate, 


PThe climalte is, of the same genera] 
mpe prevailing’ ¢<throwghont Centra] 
Duthern Canada, tempered and ren- 
ered milder in winter than that o7 
stricts further east Vy firequeist 
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warm winds from the Pacific. Dur- 
ing the day, winter and summer 
bright sunshine als a rule nirevails. Tha 
long summer @ay during which the 
*un remains oaly a few hours under 
the horizon, causes phenomenally rapid 
vegatable growth: 

The air is pure, and so dry that 
neither the heat of summer nor the 
cold, of winter is felt by people in the 
way teniperaiure affects them in 
the damper districts further east. 

As may be expected withj good water, 
pure air, bright sunshine, and no un- 
comfortable degrees of temperature, 
the climate is extremely healthy. It 
hais been found in many cases a speci- 
fic cure for diseases af the lungs con- 
tracted elsewhere. And it iis pra- 
rounced by all old: residents to be ex- 
ceedingly healthy for man and, beast. 
There are no diseases natural to the 
district amd while the temperature oc- 
casionally goes down below zero Jittle 
no discomfort is felt if one is snit- 
ably ciothed. The summer weather is 
seldom or never uncomfortably hot and 
the wormith of middiay is)}always coun- 
terbalarjed by the delightfully cool 
and refreshing nights in which sleep 
int a, pleasure. : ; 

Not only can free homesteads be 
scpured within from 5 to 25 miles of 
the city but improved farms and 
ranches may be purchased at reason- 
able. prices though values in this res- 
peot are rapidly on the increase and 
it is advisable tor prospective settlers 
tof loose no time in selswring a locaticna. 
Differert lists of lamds for sale may 
be seen at the different Real Estate 
concerns in Edmonton. As infor- 
mation in regard to locating the 
price of improved farms &c., for the 
bene‘it of intending settlers or those 
¢outemplating coming to this country 
we wil! here. give the conditions under 
which land may be taken in this dis- 
trict, also the customs regulations and 
educstional facilities of the district. 


Liberal Homestead Laws, 


Unier the homestead laws in force in 
Canaila any male over 18 years of age, 
andj any feraale who is the sole head of 
a family, is entitled to a quarter sec-- 
tion, or 160 acres, on payment of $10, 
$15, or $20. according to whether the 
land has never before been entered for, 
or if formerly entered cancelled with- 
out or with the preliminary personal 
inspretion of an officer of the gov- 
ernment, 

A settler who is not a British sub- 

ject may make a homustead entry for 
a quarter section, but he cannot obtain 
patent until he shall have become ‘a 
British subject. Those who are not 
3ritish subjects may purchase lands 
from the Crown or froma _ railway 
company or individual and may held 
an indefeasible title without becoming 
a British subject. 

The homestead law requires merely 
three years residence and cultivation, 
during which time the homesteader 
shall not absent himseli for more than 
six moaths in any one, year. He may. 
then apply for a patent, giving his 
own evidence and that of two witness- 
es as to his performance; he then gets 
his title without any further trouble 
or payment. 


Customs Regulations. 


Settlers’ Effects, viz. Wearing ap- 
parel. household furniture, Looks, im- 
plements and tools of trade, occupation 
or employment, musical instruments, 
domestic sewing machines, live stocky 
carts and other vehicles and agricul- 
tural implements in use by the set- 
tler for at least one year before his 
removal for Canada, not to include ma- 
chinery, or articles imported for uss 
in any manufacturing establishment, 
or for sale, also books, pictures, family 
plate or furniture, personal heirlooms 
lefti by bequest provided that any duti- 
able articles entered as settlers’ et 
fects may not be so entered unless 
brought with the settler on his first 
arrival, and shall not be sold or other- 
wise disposed of without payment of 
duty, until after 12 months actual use 
in Canada; provided also that under 
regulations made by the Controller of 
Customs, live stock, when imported in+ 
to Alberta by intending settlers shall 
bei free unless otherwise ordered by the 
Covernor-in-Council. 

Settlers entering from the United 
States are allowed to enter free stock 
in the following proportions: One 
animal of meat stock or horses’ for 
each 10 acres of land purchased or oth- 
erwize secured under homestead entry, 
and one sheep, or Swine for each acre 
so secured. r 

The settler will be required to fill up 
a form (which will be supplied ‘him by 
the customs officers on ‘ application) 
ziving description, value, etc., of the 
zoods and articles he wishes to be al- 
lowed to bring free of duty. He will 
also be required to take the following 
oaths: 

Sate oe do hereby \solemnly make 
oath and say that all the goods and 
articles hereinbefore mentioned, are, to 
the best of my knowledge and belief, 
entitled to free entry as settlers’ ef- 
fects, under the tariff duties of cus- 
toms in force, and that all of them 
have beea owned and in actual use by 
myself for at least six months before 
removal to Canada; and that none of 
the goods and articles shown in this 
entry have been imported as merchan- 
dise, or for any use ina manulacturing 
esthblishment, or for sale. and what 
I intend becominz a permanent set- 
tler within the Dominion of Canada.

The following oath shall be made 
by intending settlers when importing 
live stock into Alberta free of duty:

ticles of trade that will {amount to 
from $10,000 to $20,000-an din one case 
this spring one firm in Edmonton sold 
in one order to a company outfitting 
for a five years trip in the north a 
$70,000.00 ‘invoice. These immense 
business transactions are usuaily, and 
in fact without scarcely an exception 
cash traasactions and until strangers 
have seen, it is impossible for them to 
conceive tie maignitude of the business 
done in this section and to realize the 
itocks carried by the larger firms. The 
government realizing some time ago 


that

existed in this country sent out W. 
A. Fraser, the zoverninent oil-boring 
expert, and in boring for oil at Atha- 
basea Landing in a few, hundred feet 
from the surface he struck a flow cf 
gas so strong that he was compelled 
to cease operations. and moved his 
plant 90 miles below to Pelican Point 
where he again struck gas and the 
flow was so strong that it could be 
heard for miles. After ‘this second 
eitempt for oil he suspended opera- 
tions and there has nothing been done 
by the government. Since that

exists in this district, there is no 
doubt. At present there is no law ‘by 
which a discoverer of this land may 
be assured of any protection in devel- 
oping some, and while it is an open 


secret that different deposits have 
been discovered in \this immediate 
vicinity, until some action is taker 


by: the government which will assure 
protection to the discoverer no devel- 
opment will be made. It is, however 
expected by those interested that such 
actioa will be taken at the next sit- 
ne of parliament or in the near fu- 
ure. ;

saw 1,500,000 feet and 1,500,000 is a 
small estimate for the portable mills, 
making a total of at least 5,750,000 
feet of lumber sawed in this district 
this year.

Live Stock, 


Cattle, horses, hogs, sheep and poultry 
are all raised in large quantities in 
this country for export. There is a large 
pork packing establishment in ' Ed+ 
monton, which exports thousands of 
pounds of cured meats to tke Koote- 
nay district and other markets, and 
traim load; after train load of all kinds 
of live stock is shipped eazh year 
from this immediate vicinity and 
while in Manitoba and Nerthern Dar 
kota the crops are reported an almost 
total failure this will be a_ jecord 
breaker for Alberta,and while a failure 
of crop has never been known in this 
district everything promises for this 
year the Jargest crop ever produced. 
What Chicago is to the Middle States 
and what San Francisco is to the Pa- 
cific States, Edmonton is to all this 
country. For thousands of miles to 
the north and ‘hundreds of miles to 
the east and also to the west the en- 
tire country looks for a market for 
its products in fur, grain, lumber, 
stock, fish, &c., ait Edmonton, and this 
country which is large enough to make 
an empire within itsel?, is compelled, to 
come for supplies to the great head- 
quarters, 


EDMONTON. 


The City of Edmonton is in latitude 
53 degrees 29 minutes north and long- 
itude 113 degrees 19 minutes west. It 
is therefore as far south as Dublin in 
Ireland, Liverpool and York in Eng- 
land, Hainburg in Germany, further 


south than any part of Scotland, Den- 
mark, Norway or Sweden, and 455 milb 
es further south than St. Petersburg} 
the capital of Russia, and has at pre- 
ent a population of some 3,500. The 
western countries of both the old etd 
new world enjoy a great advantage in 
climate over the more eastern! ;ortions, 
owing to the effect of the gulf 
stream: in Europe and the Japan cur- 
rent in North America. The isother- 
mal line which passes through New 
York on the Atlantic Coast in lati- 
tude 40 degrees north comes out on 
the Pacific at Port Simpson in lati- 
tude 50 degrees 30 minutes, one degree 
further north than Edmonten. The 
effect of altitude on climate is well 
known. Alberta slopes from a high 
elevation at the international bound- 
ary to 3,411 feet at Calgary, 192 miles 
south, to 2,213 feet at Edmonion; This 
low elevation together with the length 
of daylight during the period of grow- 
th, combined with its fertile soil rend- 
ers it one of the richest agricultural 
portions of the world. 5

profits to be received fron a manufac- 
turing resource. 


While Edmonton is cornected with 
the main line of the Canadian Pacific 
Railroad by the Calgary & Edmonton 
Railroad, constructed by the C. P. R.. 
this is by no meas her only present 
connection with the outside world. 
She has now an almost direct route 
by water to the Pacific and wili soon 
have to the Ailantic.by way of Hud- 
son’s Bay, as well as a transcontin- 
entnl line of railroad that will, with- 
out doubt be completed inside of two 
years at most. Edmonton has at pres- 
ent a good wagon road to Athabasca 
Landing some 90 miles north end there 
has been a company formed, and if we 
are not misinformed a charter grant- 
ex Vor a railroad from Edmonton to 
this point. Here on the Athabasca 
river steamers ru to Athabasca lake, 
to Fort Chipewyan, thence down the 
lower Athabasca or sometimes called 
Slave river, almost due north to Fort 
Resoiution on the Great Slave lake, 
thence west across Great Slave lake 
to Fort Providence, which is situated 
at the point where the Great Macken- 
zie river finds its source from ‘the 
Great Slave lake, thence down ‘this 
great river to the Arctic Ocean. This

WATER ROUTE TO THE PACIFIC. 


This roule was used by the Hudson’s 
Bay Co. for over 2U0 years before the 
railroad was built to bring out their 
furs and send in supplies yfor their 
trading posts throughout that coun- 
try. Besides the norihern outlet by 
water, there is also that to the east 
down the Saskaitchewan by steam boat 
to Lake Winnipeg, from whence the 
people of Manitoba propose improving 
the old row boat route so as td be 
navigable by steam \boats to the 
Atlantic Ports of Nelson and Church- 
ill on Hudson’s Bay.

Edmonton farmer will be afforded the 
choice of an eastern as well as west- 
ern market whenever Manitoba  se- 
cures the opening of the iludson’s Bay 
route. Besides these waterways ~ to 
the north and east there is no ques- 
tioa but .Sdmonton will have a trans- 
continental line. of railroad inside of 
‘two years at farthest. There has been 


organized and a charter granted to 
Mackenzie & Mann under the name 
of the Canadian Northern Railway, a 
company for the purpose of construct+ 
ing a railroad around Lake Superior 
in the United Siates to Winnipeg in 
Manitoba thence northeast to Prince 
Albert, from tnere to Edmonton and 
from Edmontun over the old original 
C..v. R. survey to the Jasver or Yel- 
lowhead Pass, and through to some 
port on the Pacific Ocean. Now this 
road has been given some considerable 
bonus by the government to aid in its 
Gonstruction and is at this time com- 
pleted considerably over two-thirds of 
the distance from Winnipeg to Prinre 
Albert, and according to the agres- 
ment under which this bonus was 
granted this road must be completed 


to «6Prince Albert by the © fall 
of i901. There is an _ agree- 
ment that if the - road is 


not completed to 50 miles west of 
Edmonton before August. 1901. they 
will again lose the bonus granted for 
this end of the road. It is, however, 


intended by the comyany to begin work .

cheap coal, natural \gas, petroleum.
